Drawings

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 1 and 2 recite "penetrating the flange member through a shaft of the magnet". The 
limitation "though" is unclear. Should this read - - penetrating the flange member with a shaft of 
the magnet - -? 
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Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) tlie invention was }Xitented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign countr\' or in public use or on 
sale in tliis countr>s more tlian one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Parks et al. 
(US4608737), 

Parks et al. teach a developer carrying member 10 in the form of a hollow cylinder, a 
flange member 52 provided at an end of the developer carrying member 10, and a magnet 12 
provided in the developer carrying member 10, inserting the magnet 12 having at least one 
projection 62 into the inside of the developer carrying member 10 through an opening therein, an 
abutting step of abutting the at least one projection 62 to an inside surface of the cylinder 10, and 
an engaging step of engaging the flange member 52 with the opening by penetrating the flange 
member 52 through a shaft 58 of the magnet 12 projected out of the opening. 

Regarding claim 2, see figures 2-3 which shows that the magnet 12 has a "non-circular" 
cross section. 

Regarding claim 3, the magnet 12 is abutted to the inside surface via 62. 
Regarding claim 4, note the cop-away portion 50, 
Regarding claim 5, the projection 62 extends at one position.
